the reasons which led. to its introduction,: 
In: the course of this address, Mr. Ji enokes, 
who says-the measure was an inspiration of 
Lincoln's . adminiatration” and only kept 
back--by the: war, redited some historical 
facts. which exhibit -both . the. immense 
growth of the Republic, and how widely it 
has departed from ats early simplicity and 
wisdom‘ in the conduct of business: Un- 
der Jefferson’s administration there were 
in the‘Oustoms service of the country ‘but 


employed in the New York Custom House 
alone—and the other Departments, in com: 
parison with their present condition, were 
equally insignificant, The whole number 
of officers appointed did not reach 6,000, 
The.subordinate officers of the Government 
those by whom its business is in the main 
conducted—now number, in the Post office 
Department - ‘alone, 23,000, and in--the 
Treasury and other departments about 
43,000 ; ‘and their aggregate salaries are 
over $80,000,000—a sum double that of the 
Whole .expenses of the Government, tinder 
a year of John Quincy Adams. This growth 
in. the number of oftices resulta mainly from 
the immense growth of the Republic, and 
the number willbe larger in- the future, 
rather ‘than less ; but the ratio of increase 
may .be somewhat diminished, and the 
syatom tay be rendered mora: economical, 
honest: and efficient, by judicious. re- 
forms in the manner of .Belécting ofticers. 
From the. time: of Washington. to 
that of John Quincy’ Adams, inclusive, 
the -best men were practically ‘sclected 
and continued in office, under the 
direct sauction of the head of the Govern- 
ment, The first marked political division 
began with the, election of Jefferson, who 
was expected to make a civil revolution by 
wholesale removals. But he declared in 
his*inaugural that ‘such removals would 
be 4 great stumbling block to the welfare 
of the people, and that be should not re. 
move over 20, and those only ‘for doing 
what they should not have done.” - Iu the 
whole course of his administration-he re- 
moved but 39. persons, and he repeatedly 
declared that not one of them was removed 
because he belonged toa party other than 
his own. Strong. partisan as he was, he 
considered that the policy of his administra. 
tion covld be kept true to thé ingpiring 
ideas of his eloction through the chief 
officers of the departments, without’ carry- 
ing party progoription’ into the ranks .of 
subordinates who only had the practical 


1 work ef those departments to. do. 


Mr. Madison made but five emovals ; Mr. 
Monroe, nine ; Johu Quincy Adams, ten ; 
and these were the'class of oflicérs designat- 
ed in the Constitution as requiring con- 
firmation, none.of which are within the 
scope of Mr. Jenckes’s'bill, _ Of the class of 
officers not requiring confirmation, it is 
diffioult-to find the record of any removals 
during .atiy Presidential term before 
Jackson's, Jefforson’s rulo— Ts ho capable, 
is he honest,'is he faithful to the Consti- 
tution ?”—Wwas practically the law of the 
Government, Under this law—if we may 
use the term—oflicérs vere selected with 
great ‘care: and caution, and when 
found fit for preforming’ their special 
dhities, Were retained ‘from’ one admiu- 
istration to another. Jackson first inau- 
gurated the wretched system “of whole- 
sale ‘removals, substituting for- the noble 
test of Jefferson the reckless. ibottoof Mar- 
ey—* To the victors belong the spoils,” In 
spits of his undoubtedly great qualities, his 
strong patriotism,- his liatred:for secession 
and disunion, Jackson thus becatne Teapon- 
sible in & large degree for the corruption of 
American politics, and contributed to lowor 
the aiwis of-4 majority of public nien, and 
to pave the way for that sacrifice of ‘princi- 


slavery aggression and civil war. 

_ Under the Jackson-Margy spoils system, 
men of intelligence, ability and virtue are_| * 
seldom found seeking or’ obtaining. office.
